ries, and greatly aiding their agents when they employ them.

APPLICATIONS FOR ITINERANTS.

rappid on their lation, if known, substituted. If there is a church or churches 
in field to y any part of the time, the requisite information should be given, 
and, in either caze, the recommendation will be expected.
